George Hand realized love ar tb* suprem* 
law of a woman'a life; eo mneb of Chrintianity 
and ao mnch of chivalry abe conceived to be an 
extinct religion of life which we would do well 
to revive If we would lift woman from the de- 
gradation and aervitode in which ahe waa kept 
by the present administration of the moat cher- 
ished ordinance of onr social life. The mjua 
lice and barbarism of the obligations that rul* 
the existence of woman in marriage, were never 
more in opposition to the state of minds and 
hearts than in onr modern society, tx-caua* 
the submitted and suffering aei has never been 
so much instructed aa the #omen of our centu- 
ry. The ignorance of woman in the sevdbteeuth 
century rendered the teaching of Fenelon the 
best thing next to the instruction snd liberty 
which in our society ia to enrich up with the 
free serrioe of the finest and gentlest part of the 
human race ; and it remained for Msdam 
George Hand to promulgate (he new social doc- 
trine. But being an artist rather than a polem- 
ic, being a poet rather than a preacher. tming a 
philosopher rathe! than a pedant, she never 
attempted to make a creed or system Hhe 
simply depicted the actual state of woman in 
the most cult! rated society, and expressed her 
conception of an ideal. Scattered throughout 
her magnetic writings are pages that hold more 
or lens of her most pernonal convictions, which, 
floated on the strong rn rrent of her romantic 
eloquence, have warmed and shocked her read- 
ers — although, to-day, thee*- paces seem more 
imj assioned than shocking tos just mind. But 
without those passionate expression* of revolt 
agsinst social injustice, and against the perso- 
na) degradation of woman under the outraging 
bat customary obligations which perpetuate the 
nnbappmes'i and wither the hopes of the finest 
and moat generous hearts, we should only think 
of George Hand as a great romantic genius, and 
her sex would be deprived of its most illustnoos 
example of moral courage as of the finest evi- 
dence of its intellectual apprehension of tb* per- 
manent interest* of societ y. 

We propose to cite from the principal works 
of George Hand some of the most striking ex- 
pressions of her mind concerning woman. b*v* 
and marriage which arc essential in the dis- 
cussion of the new Reform, so that we may in 
some measure estimate her services so long in 
advance of the discussion of the reform which, 
to-day. counts the most judicial mind of mod- 
ern times as its chief -advocate

A FEW BA TILE OF 7 HE FILE 


** The Viceroy of Egypt has sfkit an invitation to 
Loo isa Muhlbach to spend a few months In his domain 
and write a hook about tbe country.” 

When we consider who it is that extends this 
umtalion, the statement is really startling. 
From Egypt, the land of harems, veiled, igno-. 
font, frivolous women, who see life from be- 
hind a lattice — nay from the very ruler of this 
land, and chief promoter of this system — comes 
a summons to one of the most distinguished 
women of Europe to visit that home of sleep, 
and write a book about it. 

It is said that the Chinese are astonished at 
the freedom accorded the European ladies who 
visit them, and that many of the women begin to 
see that with men, as with trees, there can be 
too much overshadowing of their lives. In 
consequence of these symptoms of Tebellion, 
the sages of the Flowery Land declare that 
“ the two most dangerous imports received 
in China in these days, are European gun- 
powder, and European women. '■ Had we been 
boys, when this was first wafted to our ears, 
and oapable of understanding the depth and 
meaning of the above remark, we should have 
thrown our hats so high in the air, that tljey 
would not have come down in a hurry— and 
given three rousing cheers for gunpowder and 
wopaen, or women and gunpowder ; which, we 
wonder ? Being boys, most probably the for- 
mer ! but as women, we were only able to say — 
“Blessed be both." 

The Viceroy of Egypt, however, does not 
view tbe matter in this light His invitation to 
Miss Muhlbach, would seem to say, “Come in, 
Europe, with all your innovations ! we are 
ready here in the land of the Pharaohs to ao- 
cept truth and right living, when we are con- 
vinced that we have discovered them." He 
challenges this keen critic to investigate the 
mysteries of the Nile — to set all his women sub- 
jects in rebellion if she is able — to make them 
dissatisfied with their mode of fife, and envious 
of European women. It seems to us this deed 
of his is in effect casting contempt upon all 
Egyptian and Oriental femininity. It has been 
the habit of Eastern monarchs and potentates 
to ridicule European ladies, and to strive in 
every way to convince those of their own race 
that they were much superior in birth and 
education to the “brazen-faced Franks.” 

While European women were only a little 
better educated dolls than the occupants of the 
harem, it was easy for the rulers of the latter to 
prove to them and themselves, that there was 
little essential difference between tbe two varie- 
ties ; but now that the sturdy claim for prac- 
tical equality with man is being urged by thou- 
sands of the most enlightened women of the 
world, both the men and women of the Orient 
begin to feel that there is something vitally 
wrong in a social system which is based upon 
the doctrine that woman is mentally a cipher. 


What the Cleveland Leader says : 

Mrs. Adels Hazlett, of Michigan, Is in a fair way, if 
she keeps on, to get into difflcnlties. At the recent Suf- 
frage Convention in New York, she brought all hearts 
to a momentary stand-still by avowing that “ husbands 
would be thunderstruck if they knew how few of their 
wives married them through genuine affection.” 

In return for Mrs. Hazlett’s bomb-shell, we 
will only bring forward Michelet’s statement 
that “ moBt trines would be shocked did th #. 
know what motives led their husbands into 
matrimony.” 

If we may trust these authorities we must 




conclude that “ignorance is bliss” on both 
sides, and therefore deprecate any further 
movement in an investigation which would 
be so fatal to the domestic peace of so many 
households. 


CA1 ERPILLARS. 


Thebe is a droll little boy in the town of 
.Danvers, Mass., who, when asked by his teacher 
why worueft should not vote, answered : 
“’Cause they are afraid of Caterpillars.’’ This 
small appurtenance of Woman’s Bights touched 
the depths of a great question. *Why is it that 
women do not take that stand to which their 
innate individuality entitles them ? “ ’Cause 
they are afraid of Caterpillars.” Why is it that 
they do not claim that fair share of life to which 
their responsibility as mothers, sisters, widows, 
maids, gives thetn the right?” “’Cause they 
are afraid of Caterpillars.” 

Fear of creeping things is not always un- 
wholesome to women, we know. Their shrink- 
ing from ^what seems vile conserves their deli- 
cacy. Their loathing bf what is loathsome pro- 
tects their modesty. Many a good woman has 
feared the worm visible in a bad countenance, 
and the reptile which stings the hand of friend- 
ship. Sacb virtuous fear is proper and useful. 
But, on tbe other hand, woman must over- 
come her needless disgusts and antipathies. 
She must no longer be frightened by harm- 
less insects, poor ghosts, and painted devils. 
On the contrary, her growing knowledge must 
teach her a braver charity to the meanest, and 
a more courageous love for the highest. She 
must not be idly, weakly, wantonly afraid of 
death and ugliness ; Bhe must not treat the 
poor worm misfortune like some poisonqus 
creature of crime. In a word, woman must 
win her noblest employments, rights and 
pleasures, by outfacing her fears. 

Already have fallen to the lot of women tasks 
in themselves disagreeable, along with the 
proper courage to do them. Her household 
charity casts out fear. In the broader life j 
which is opening to her she must notbe unduly . 
frightened by strange insects and envious ; 
creeping things. Fashionable society has al- 
ways affocted the most intense dislike of cater- 
pillars. Oar young wt^nen, especially, make 
their fear of small things no inconsiderable part 
of those fluttering infirmities which are at once 
the wonder and the terror of their foolish ad- I 
mirers. We must teach them to do better. 
Fascination itself must learn common sense, and 
the sweetest sixteen know that even Caterpil- 
lars — yes, even Caterpillars — have rights whioh 
young women are bound to respect But we 
forgot — it is our young women and not the 
Caterpillars (we mean the social Caterpillars) 
who most need certain rights. Then, they 
must not be afraid of certain fears. One of 
Woman’s Bights, in short, is not to be afraid of 
Caterpillars. 


Worx-a-day Facts, — Catharine Kennedy, of 
Delaware, seventy-six years old, manages a 
farm, and ‘ ‘ saws and splits two cords of hick- 
ory wood, without winking.” Seven sisters 
beyond St Paul work a homestead farm of one 
hundred and sixty acres, and in the last year 
have sold nine hundred bushels of potatoes, 
five hundred bushels of com, two hundred and 
fifty bushels of wheat, and six hundred of mis- 
cellaneous vegetables. The census of the agri- 
cultural women of America has not been taken, 
but, meanwhile, we call attention to the fact 


that nearly fifty thousand women in England are 
out-door farm laborers. How many do other 
trying labors, that would be wearisome even to 
men, we are not now able to reckon. 

Gentlemen, here are facts. You say that wo- 
men cannot do what man does — but they do ? 
You urge that their incapacity for vigorous 
labor should deprive them of all opportunity for 
vigorous labor. We urge that the actual" hard- 
ships of women are reasons why all opportunity 
should be given to them, so that they may freely 
choose her best moans of support. Fifty thou- 
sand feminine field-hands do not prove that 
all women should be farmers or drudges. But 
they show that by ability to work hard and well 
woman proves her right to a free choice of oc- 
cupation. You cannot deny her professional 
toil on the one hand, or mechanical labor on 
the other. She must be as free as man. 


Miss Anthony in Iowa. — A “ woman ” write^ 
us from Bloomington, Iowa, that Miss Anthony 
has been lecturing thereto the “brains” of 
the place, some of whioh are possessed by the 
Professors of the State* University ; and that, 
though her arguments were impressive and 
made many converts to Woman’s Suffrage, she 
failed to convert one of the students at the Uni- 
versity, who read an essay the next morning 
after she had left, treating the subject with 
such sneering levity as to call forth a scathing 
rebuke from one of the Professors ; who re- 
quested the students to make so important a 
matter aa Woman’s Bights a matter of judg- 
ment, rather than' feeling. Miss Anthony re- 
turns to Bloomington soon, for the purpose of 
forming a Woman’s Suffrage Association, in 
which her prospect of success is most flatter- 
ing. 


Russia taxes a step in the Bight Direction. 
—■Let women take courage, for even despotic 
Russia owns her duties to her women and has 
commenced a reform : 

It is announced that tbe Buseian Minister of Finance 
“has sanctioned the employment of women as book- 
keepers and cler&s in custom-house offices,” and that 
“ there are already a great number of female candidates 
for these posts." 

The whole world is aroused on this subject; 
and there is a sense of justice in mankind in 
spite of the total depravity theories, which, 
when once awakened to wrong, will never rest 
till that wrong is done away. The world moves, 
and in the direction of equal rights for all its 
people.

Mrs. Wilbour spoke of hay- 
ing received many letters from women needing 
aid and counsel. Mrs. Burns, Mrs. Blake, Mrs. 
Smith, and Mrs. Wells, also addressed the 
meeting, which adjourned to meet at the office, 
the time and place to be announced when the 
room was engaged by the Bureau. 


New York State Suffrage Association. —

of the Union Woman’s Suffrage and New York 
State Suffrage Associations, a meeting was 
convened last week, preparatory to a larger and 
more public ga thering a few days later. 

Mrs. C. B. Wilbour presided and gave many 
encouraging facts as to the progress which the 
cause is making in the city and <*late of New 
York. 

Mrs. L. D. Blake also spoke, and expressed 
her readiness to unite in work for the forma- 
tion uf Woman’s Suffrage organizations in New 
York and other states.

RHODE ISLAND REPORTS PROGRESS. 


Providence, June 20, 1870. 

To the Editor of the Revolution : 

A short time since a friend writing me says : 

“ I wish' I belonged to a live Suffrage society 
like yours and this is, I doubt not, the feeling 
with many another ; we see the vast work be- 
fore, us, the few laborers, and the slow progress 
for so much effort ; then the reports from other 
societies, and are dissatisfied with our short- 
comings and wish for a more rapid advance ; I 
bnt we must learn “ not to despise the day of 
small things.” When I recall and compare the 
days of early work, or thiuk of my own strug- 
gles to acquire a profession ; the difficulty I had 
of making it comprehensible that my aim was 
to open a new avenue to woman which should 
be lucrative, as well as to give her a popular 
knowledge of Anatomy and Physiology, and 
the awakening her to to the necessity of opening 
the medical profession to her, the present rapid 
progress seems almost startling. I begin to 
fear the world will run away from me, and that 
I shall wake up some morning with a ballot in 
my hand and not know for whom to cast it. 

Reformers who used to advocate “Woman’s 
Rights,” often said to me : “ You should looture 
free, ” “ you cannot expect to have as high a price 
as a man the why never could be made clear 
to me, for I had acquired my knowledge at far 
greater expense and trouble than any man, 
and my apparatus cost just the same, no dis- 
count on the duty of importation, none on my 
travelling expenses, etc. I am not fond of 
writing of myself, but retrospection is some- 
times very encouraging to those who get weary 
I Of the hindrances in our way ; for myself, I am 
quite amazed at the electric speed with which 
i things are done to-day. 

I Only a few weeks since in our society we 
began agitating the propriety of having women 
appointed on the Board of Prison Inspectors, 
j Alms-Houses, Reform School, State Farm, etc. 
A Memorial approved by several of the In- 
spectors was presented to the Governor by Mrs. 
E. B. Chace and Mrs. S. P. Martyn, but as he 
did not consider himself empowered to act it 
failed for that day. Next we sent in a petition 
to the Common School asking especially to have 
three or more woman appointed on the Board 
of Inspectors of the Reform School. The peti- 
tion was presented on Saturday, the 4tb of June, 
the week following we were requested to give 
our reasons in writing for desiring these ap- 
pointments. They are as follows : 

Gentlemen : In compliance with your ret nest, we ' 
present to you a few of the reasons why wo hare prefer- 
red to yon the petition which has already been pre- 
sented. We, all of ns, acknowledge among human 
agencies the maternal influence as the chief necessity of 
childhood, It Is as the air and sunlight, without which 
the young plant must grow awry. 

We ask you then not to continue in the Reform School 
this privation, but to bestow on these children, in as far 
as you can, the care and guidance, for the want of which 
they have so early suffered. Furthermore, inasmuch as 
young girls and women are inmates of this and kindred 
institutions, we deem it of vital importance that ju- 
dicious and loving women who can come with the tender 
touch of a mother’s hand, the faifh and sympathy of a 
sister for an nnfortunate, shall be appointed on your 
Board of Trustees. 

We have observed that when instruction has bean 
publicly given and addresses made, the girls wore 
seldom even noticed, and we have readily recognb.ed 
the reason. Men could not address them, for they 
could not know their needs or enter into that sympathy 
which penetrates Ahe heart of the unfortunate, who feela 
herself an outcast, a degraded being, lost irretrievably, 
so long as no woman’s hand is stretched oat to her, and 
no woman’s voice bids her be of good cheer, for her sins 
are forgiven. 


We bold that the privation of a mother's love is quite 
as great to a boy as to a girl, yet we cannot but recog- 
nize the tact that, receiving a larger amount of attention, 
and thus having their self-respect more stimulated, 
there is more hope of their future ; hence we press the 
point that there should be mother* as well as fathers ap- 
pointed by you for this work. These girls and women 
are tried and judged by men in the name of humanity, 
we ask that friends of their own sex shall be given them. 
We believe that this home element, which will come 
from the Influence of men and women in council and in 
action, will greatly soften and bring into order the tur- 
bulent and untamed passions of those who have had 
their combalivenesB cultivated at the expense of their 
reason and affection. Such ore a few of the reasons 
which suggest themselves to the committee of the Wo- 
man’s Suffrage Association which we represent.

The new Mayor, Mr. Doyle, a brave, fearless 
man, recommended, in his inaugural, the ap- 
pointment of women on these Boards, bat, as 
usual, a Constitutional question arose. A clauce 
says : “No one but an elector being qualified 
to hold civil office." About this, however, 
there was some doubt, as these officers are ap- 
pointed, not elected. 

We were too much in earn est to let the mat- 
ter rest, and on the Monday following the meet- 
ing of the Common Council, Mrs. Louis J. 
Doyle and myself, a volunteer committee, went 
to see a lawyer, stated to him what we desired, 
and that was, an act drawn np forming an inde- 
1 pendent Board of Inspectors, with full powers 
to visit at any time and hold private conversation 
with the women of these State institutions, and 
learn their needs and conditions, and befriend 
them, as such women as are fitted for the place 
will know how to do. The suggestion came 
from the Mayor, and to him we owe many 
thanks . 

Mr. Thurston, to whom we applied to have 
the act drawn up, seized upon the idea at once, 
commended it heartily, wrote out the act in 
full, went to Newport, presented it to the 
House, and with his accustomed energy carried 
it through the same day. Hon. Charles Hart 
approved and presented it to the Senate, which 
it passed with only a few sturdy noes. In the 
evening he brought the pleasant news to our 
strawberry festival, and in reporting it he said 
there was bnt one fault in the bill, it did not 
provide for remuneration^ of these inspectors. 

A letter from the Governor says : “I am 
deeply impressed with the wisdom of the As- 
sembly in this new step taken in advance, I be- 
lieve, of other States.” We are now awaiting 
the Governor’s appointments with intense 
anxiety, hoping that he will make a wise 
choice. 

Our strawberry festival was very pleasant, 
and, pecuniarily, a success, which, considering 
that we were disappointed in not having one 
8 tar out of the galaxy invited, was rather a sur- 
prise to us. I will here give credit and thank* 
to the New York ladies for declining promptly, 
so that we were not weeks or days in suspense 
as we sometimes are as to who is or who is not 
coming. We had a large, airy hall, a fine show 
of flowdrs, sweet music from part of a band, an 
abundance of luscious strawberries of mammoth 
size nearly all from one garden, and many plea- 
sant, noble women with large-hearted men that 
made the evening very pleasant, Pretty chil- 
dren, too, I should not forget, for they are to 
form part of the blessed in heaven. The day 
following the festival, the 17th, the poets and 
the artists fruit, the tempting berries and the 
roses, were pelted with a pitiless hail -storm ; 
and again on Monday night we had a pyroteoh- 
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nic spectacle, each &s 1 hare rarely ever wit- 
nessed in oold New England. Once on the 
prairies of the West 1 have seen the elements in 
a hke commotion. . The thunder rolled and 
crashed as though all the horses of the war- 
gods were trampling over the bridge of Chaos, 
the rain [>oured in t orients, and every window 
was illuminated from eight until two in the 
rooming. Mach injiry was done, but no hu- 
man lives were lost 

But I am wearying your readers, dear, and 
so 1 bid you a cheerful au revoir,

SECOND LETTER TO A YOCNO WIFE. 

You are 1 surprised, l understand, that a wo- 
man professing some knowledge of the com. 
forts and (rials of married life, should advise 
another, lately married, to make no shirts for 
her husband? I expected you would be, and 
am not in the least surprised. With me, my 
dear, the “eternal fitness of things " has to do 
with the terrestrial, as well as the celestial and 
abstract. It has distinct and decided reference 
to the fit of a shirt— not that I expect men will 
wear shirts through the eternities, although if 
mediums are to be relied upon, masculine 
spirits invariably wear those garments when 
they return to communicate with their friends ! 
There are some women who, be they never so 
neat seamstresses and embroiderers, cannot, 
by any possibility, moke a well-fitting abut. 
The stitches may be as even and as beautiful 
a 3 rows of tiuy pearls — and yet, when after 
days of toil and vexation, the article is tried ou, 
there is found to be neither fit nor fitness. To 
the young wife, who has attempted it once, and 
succeeded, 1 can only say, take my blessing and 
go ahead. To the one who has tried and failed, 
whose busbaud has fretted and famed, and won- 
dered why yon didn’t have sense enough to cut 
the thing out more in the neck — not to have cut 
it outso much, or made the neck-band smaller, 
or “ someth : ng," (the critic, as is usual among 
critics, quite a9 much in the dark as the person 
criticized us to the real difficulty) — I say to you 
— keep very still — hold firmly the reins of your 
temper — hand him another he is accustomed to, 
and then change the subject, or leave the room. 
By and by, when the scene is partially forgot- 
ten, kindly suggest that he purchase a set of 
shirts from the establishment he was in the habit 
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of patronizing before you were married. My 
word on it, if be is a sensible man, he will respect 
you the more for this quiet reminder, and if he 
is not, heaven help you, for all 1 can say will 
be of no earthly benefit. And you, young wife, 
totally unacquainted with the Scylla and Charyb- 
dis of neck fitting, don*t attempt it. Shirts can 
be bought warranted to fit perfectly quite as 
cheaply and with very much less trouble than 
you can manufacture them at home. The ma- 
jority of womeu might with just as much pro- 
priety undertake to make their husband’s coats 
and pantaloons an these patience-trying, tor- 
menting under garments. 

Yon “think lam making a great time over 
a very small matter? ” 

You will find, dear, that most of the trouble 
nud annoyance of this life springs from the dis. 
regard ot little things, and especially is this 
line of the marital relation ; and, bb 1 told you 
before, my advice to you in this connection 
springs quite as much from my desire for your 
husband’s happiness as for yours. From my 
heart I pity the man who is compelled to en- 
dure a badly-cdt shirt. A lady of my acquaint- 
ance once insisted that she would do this work 
herself. She had leisure and was quite profi- 
cient in the use of the needle. She was not at 
all successful, but her patience and good nature 
under olt-repeated failures was, indeed, marvel- 
l lous. The husband, poor man, broke down 
first. Naturally kind-hearted and exceedingly 
quiet, in order to please his wife, be had submit- 
ted to a neck-band martyidom, which those wbo 
have been in similar fixes will be perfectly able 
to appreciate. One evening he returned from 
business looking extremely sad and exhausted. 

“What in the world is the matter? ” was the 
first query. 

“The matter,” he replied, “is this con- 
founded shirt, and don’t yon dare to make me 
another as long as you live. Shirt making isn’t 
your torte. It is no use for you to waste any 
more muslin trying to choke me — for three 
months of partial strangulation have convinced 
me that I am proof against all such effort. ” 

Of course this was not very elegant, neither 
was it very considerate; but as wi$h most other 
quiet men, when be did wake up, bis observa- 
tions were “to the point.” 

I did not intend to devote so much time to | 
the Bbirt question, but your surprise at what 
you were pleased to call “ strange advice,” ren- 
dered it necessary. 

There is another point to which I wish to call 
your attention. You should endeavor, as far as 
possible, to understand the amount of care and 
fatigue attendant upon your husband’s business, 
and govern yourself accordingly.

If Farepa is to sing, and 
you long to hear her, mention yonr wishes, bnt, 
upon no consideration, urge the matter after 
he has evinced a preference for home. Now, 
don’t misunderstand met Don’t say with that 


contemptuous curl which once in a while visits, 
the loveliest of lips : 

“Dear! dear ! how The Revolution has de- 
generated. There is one of its contributors 
advocating wifely submission, and husbandly 
superiority, with a sincerity worthy St Paul 
himself.” 

Because this is what one might terra a gross 
misconception. Matrimonial slavery — as I am 
thoroughly aware — exists to-day air over our 
United States. Husband and wife occupy their 
positions of master and slave with a freedom 
(what a misnomer) thoroughly alarming. I, 
along with many others; would fain have this 
despotic system abolished. To this end I would 
counsel not wifely submission — although that in 
moderation I do not deprecate — bnt wifely (oct. 

Tact is a necessary qcality for both sides of 
the house, and its lack has tended more to the 
completion of tyrannical alliances than has the 
possession of either despotic natuies on the 
part of the masters, or cringing ones on the part 
of the mastered. But- more of this important 
question auon. Now good bye.
